M AD ISO N, Wis. W 
A two-fisted 
new cancel* dr ug has slugged a few 
of UK) hopeless 
human 
cancers 
with dram atic tem porary effects,

University of Wisconsin 
re­ 
searchers announced. 


Two of these cancer victim s are 
still alive a year later, but this 
is not a cure and “ we don’t think 
we have the right drug yet,” they 
said. 
rile drug combines the different 
cancer - hitting chem istry of two 
earlier drugs, making it two-fisted. 
It also has some very serious set­ 
backs. 
Like other drugs, it can damage 
the* bone marrow and blood sys­ 
tem. 
1'he most spectacular recov­ 
eries for a time came in two pa­ 
tients who also developed anemia 
and later succumbed. 
The drug, nicknamed O F S P A , is 
not available except for cautious 
experiments on selected patients, 
they stressed. 
O P S P A is a nickname for a 44- 
ietter drug named oxa-penta-meth- 
ylene - diethlene - thio - phosphor- 
amide.

Seneca, Md., the Institution said 
in a report prepared for the A m er­ 
ican 
Astronomical Society meet­

tent radio waves which appear to 
be “ random bursts of static re­ 
sembling 
thunderstorm 
interfer­ 
ence on a broadcast receiver.” 


The signals can be picked up 
once every three days, and only 
then during the six minutes when 
Ju p ite r is in the narrow beam of 
the radio telescope 
The Institution commented: “ A l­ 
though the explanation of the ob­ 
served radio emission is not known 
the conjecture was made that it 
m ight be caused by disturbances 
in the atmosphere of Ju p ite r sim i­ 
lar to our thunderstorms but on' a 
much larger scale.”

O T T A W A i/P) — Canadians w ill j 
get an income tax cut averaging i 
IO per cent starting Ju ly I. The 
cut w as included in the federal j 
budget message presented P a rlia ­ 
m ent Tuesday night. 
The tax on big corporation in­ 
comes also w ill be reduced. E x ­ 
cise taxes on some items w ill be 
trim m ed and others canceled. 
The budget message presented 
b y Finance Minister W alter H arris 
called for no major tax increases. 
H arris 
calculated 
government 
revenue during the current fiscal 
ye a r ending next March 30 at $4,- 
202,000,000. Expenses, he estimated 
wTould run $4,362,000,000 leaving a 
d eficit of 160 million dollars. This 
would be Canada's second straight 
deficit year, after nine years of 
surpluses. 
The income tax reductions range 
from 13.3 per cent for Canadians 
in the lower pay brackets to 2.8 
per cent for those with higher in ­ 
comes. The total w ill amount to; 
about 128 million dollars yearly, j

Hot Dust In Rain 


TOKYO (^--Japanese scientists 
have 
reported 
finding 
“ hot 
rain ” isotopes indicating that the 
United States and Russia both ex­ 
ploded therm onuclear bombs coat­ 
ed with uranium jackets in 195*. 
Scientists say a uranium jacket 
around a hydrogen bomb 
would 
boost its killing 
power 
m any 
tim es. 
Two scientists said they had 
discovered 
isotopes 
of uranium 
237 and plutonium 239 in dust and 
rainfall collected last May and 
Septem ber in Japan. 
They said the isotopes in May 
probably cam e from U.S. tests at 
Bikini: those in Septem ber from 
Soviet tests in Siberia. 
Dr. Yusuke Yokoyama. of Tokyo 
University, s a i d 
both 
isotopes 
would result from the explosion of 
a natural uranium jacket around 
a therm onuclear bomb. 
Prof 
Seitaro Oda. of 
Niigata 
U niversity, supported Y okoyam a’s 
report. He said he had discovered 
the isotopes independently in his 
analyses of dust and rain in May 
and Septem ber.
